Chile declares disaster as fire storms historic port cityhile declares 
disaster as fire storms historic port city 


VALPARAISO (AFP) - At 
least 16 people were can- 
firmed dead and more than 
10,000 evacuated yesterday 
after a huge fire tore through 
Chile's histone port city of 
Valparaiso, officials said. 

The blaze, winch started in 
nearby woods on Saturday, 


gutted 5 DO homes as a wall of 
flames advanced on the city 
of 270,000, famed fonts UN¬ 
ESCO-listed center. 

"It. is a terrible tragedy, 
without doubt the worst fire 
in the history of Valparaiso," 
President Michelle Baehelet 
dedared after arriving in the 


city to oversee the emergency 
response to the disaster 
The cause of the inferno 
remains under investigation 
Baehelet has declared the 
area a disaster sane, allowing 
the armed forces to assist in 
the relief efforts 

The stench of smoke and 


charred wood shrouded Val¬ 
paraiso as dawn broke, with 
firefighters still working tD 
battle the flames that so far 
has ravaged just under 2,000 
acres (309 hectares). Resi¬ 
dents who had b een evacuated 
returned to their neighbor¬ 
hoods to di sc over their homes 


reduced to smoldering mins. 

Yesterday the death tall in¬ 
creased from four to 16 as 
rescuers began discovering 
bodies in destroyed dwel¬ 
lings Roughly 600 people 
were being treated for in¬ 
juries, mostly minor but some 
serious

ORANJESTAD - Last 
Thursday Minister Dduber 
reported to the press that 
henceforth all ships anchored 
in aur territorial waters will 
be levied a fee far their acti¬ 
vities m our territorial waters. 
Rack in 2013 a report was 
prepared to look into tins mat¬ 
ter Currently economic activ¬ 
ity in our waters is limited to 
aquatic sports around the is¬ 
land m the context of our 
tourism. Rut according to 
Oduber our potential is much 
greater. Last year they passed 
a law in Parliament ‘under the 


Haven en Rede Yerardeinng’ 
(Harbor Ordinance) designed 
to regulate all slnp activity in 
our territorial waters that are 
not necessarily visiting the i s- 
land These ships are using 
our waters to rest; wait for j ob 
assignments, to clean up the 
exterior of their ships or to do 
transactions. 

According to Oduber, 
Aruba is known for its trans¬ 
shipment area. In this context 
the recently passed 1 aw will 
take care of all activities in 
our territorial waters 


□ RANJESTAD - What 
are considered Aruba's best 
beaches and quietest wa¬ 
ters are on the leeward side 
of the island, so seldom, if 
ever, bothered by jellyfish 
in their waters However, 
the north coast of the island 
will be subject to collec¬ 
tions of deb ns and certain 
sea life earned by the 
winds and currents to 
Aruba's shores. 

A group of tourists that 
were swimming and body- 
surfing in one of the coves 
along the north coast spotted 
Portuguese Man-o'-War along 


srsome species of stinging sea 
life. The Man-o'-War is aver/ 
beautiful creature, with a col¬ 
orful inflatable bladder that 
sits on the water all owing it to 
drift with the winds and cur¬ 
rents Parents are caution to 
not allow the children to ap¬ 
proach any dead jellyfish 
winch may have washed up 
on the shore Its venomous 
tentacles can deliver a very 
painful sting, even when the 
animal is dead 

Despite its outward ap¬ 
pearance. the Portuguese man 
o' war is not a jellyfish but a 
sip lion op bore, which differs 
horn j eliyfish in that it is not 
actually a single multi-cellu¬ 
lar organism, but an interde¬ 
pendent colony made up of 
many highly specialized 
mimit e mdi vi dual s c all e d 
zooids. These ZDaids are at¬ 
tached to one another and 
physiologically integrated to 
the extent that they are inca¬ 
pable of independent sur¬ 
vival. 

While floating, the in¬ 
nocuous. colorfiil bladder can 
be seen at the surface, pro¬ 
pelling the creature by wind, 
currents and tides. When at¬ 
tacked, it can deflate, allow¬ 
ing it to sink below the 
surface The stinging tenta¬ 
cles are typically 10 m (33 ft) 
m length, but can be up to 50 
m (160 ft). Each bears sting¬ 
ing venom-filled nemato- 
cysts (coiled, thread-like 
structures), which sting and 


surface, or washed up on 
shore. It is also strongly ad¬ 
vised to not walk barefoot 
anywhere near the dead crea¬ 
tures on the beach, as their 
tentacles can be buried under 
same sand and extend for 
quite some distance around 
them If it looks like it was 
freshly deposited, and the 
bladder is still vibrantly col¬ 
ored, then it is still capable of 
inflicting some painful stings 
Stings may result in a se¬ 
vere reaction, particularly if 
their is an allergy to their 
venom. Often confused with 
j sllyfisli, this may lead ta im¬ 
proper treatment. as the toxin 
differs from that of true jelly¬ 
fish. Treatment for a man o' 
w r ar sting includes avoiding 
further contact and carefully 
removing remnants of the or¬ 
ganism from the skin (taking 
care not to touch them di¬ 
rectly with fingers or any 
other part of the skin to avoid 
secondary stinging) 

Recause of the offshore 
winds on the leeward beach 
moving currents and objects 
away from the shore, the 
chances of a man-a'-war 
making its way to the south 
share or Palm or Eagle 
beaches, are extremely re¬ 
mote Those using north 
shore beaches for body-surf- 
mg or swimming are advised 
to practice caution and exam¬ 
ine the area first for any sign 
a f the creature

B ALAS HI- The Department 
of Public Heal tip DESPA 
hosted an open house at their 
headquarters in Ealashi, 
which is also their center for 
mosquito control, GKMB, In¬ 
spectors and staff of GKMB 
conducted informative lec¬ 
tures and manned booths that 
displayed the various prod¬ 
ucts used to control the island 
m d squit □ popul ati on. 

The primary concern of 
GKMB is the spread of di¬ 
sease through insect bites, the 
most notorious of these being 
the various strains of the 
Dengue Vims Dengue Fever, 
also know as Breakbone 
Fever, is transmitted by seve¬ 
ral species of mosquito with¬ 
in the genus Aedes, 
principally A. aegypti, identi¬ 
fied by distinctive white 
stripes on its rear legs 

The motto of the GKMB' 
is "Sin cnadero no tin san- 
gura, sm sangura no tin 
dengue” - "With no breeding 
grD un d there is no mo s quito 
- without mosquitoes, there is 
no dengue." The equipment 
and insecticides on display 
during the open house de¬ 
monstrated what the GKMB 
is doing to control Aruba's 
mosquito population, but the 
lectures were dedicated to 
what each household must do 
to prevent the proliferation of 
m o s quito e s aroun d th eir 

home and neighborhood 
Informative, entertaining 
booklets aimed at involving 
island youth in taking pre¬ 
ventative measures are dis¬ 
tributed to the schools. These 
and a number of other educa¬ 
tional materials were handed 
out during the open house. 


Inspectors will canvas 
neighborhoods house by 
house on a regular basis to 
check for possible breeding 
grounds. If they find Did tires 
filled with water, potted 
plants with saucers of w r ater, 
and other such items, they 
have an insecticide that kills 
the larvae but is sale for pets 
and birds, which they will 
sprinkle around Those living 
near mangrove formations on 
the south side have likely 
seen GKMB personnel using 
portable foggers to reduce the 
mosquito population m these 
natural breeding grounds 

Unlawful littering creates 
breeding grounds and endan¬ 
gers neighborhoods unneces¬ 
sarily. Anything that can 
catch some rainwater can at¬ 
tract A. aegypti to lay their 
eggs, which can remain dor¬ 
mant for more than a year, 
and then hatch with the first 
rain Though Aruba is now 
expenencing what 1 ocal me¬ 
teorologists term a "medium 
drought," one small shower 
can cause an eruption of A. 
aegypti, which are possibly 
carrying Dengue. 

The virus has five different 


strains, of winch four are 
known to exist on Aruba. In¬ 
fection with one type usually 
gives lifelong immunity to 
that type, hut only short-term 
immunity to the others Sub¬ 
sequent infection with a dif¬ 
ferent type increases the risk 
of severe compli cati ons. 
There is no commercial vac¬ 
cine available, so inhibiting 
the mosquito population is the 
most important preventative. 

GKMB inspectors ask that 
individuals report any sites 
they may consider to be 
breeding grounds, and they 
will come and spray, if need 
be They also breed a species 
of goldfish, which feed on 
mosquito larvae. These are 
distributed for free to those 
who maintain ponds or foun¬ 
tains, or other decorative 
clean water sources on their 
grounds, which might b e ho si 
to the larvae. 

To obtain goldfish or re¬ 
quest inspectors to come and 
spray in your neighborhood, 
call the GKMB headquarters 
at telephone number 535- 
3355, Monday through Fri¬ 
day, from 7 DO AM until 4 00 
PM.

An example of the needed 
equipment is a Voice Lo ggmg 
System, which is a system to 
record all conversation be¬ 
tween the tower and aircrafts 
as well as with ground per¬ 
sonnel. They also require a 
MEVA 111 System. Tins is a 
network system which works 
with a satellite for data of 
data and flights, transmitting 
data tD the entire world Still 
another piece af equipment 
needed is a Flight check for 
navigation equipment. 

They have equipments 
that are ID to 15 years old 
which must be replaced in 
order to keep up with interna¬ 


tional norms The Minister 
committed ta make the nec¬ 
essary investment available 
this year yet These invest¬ 
ments are very important, not 
only for to the department but 
also for the independence of 
the Air traffic Control depart¬ 
ment from the Civil Aviation 
Department, which is in the 
process. 

The Minister is intent on 
getting tins department on its 
own footing and that when 
that happens they have ail the 
required equipment to func¬ 
tion optimally and efficiently 
within international norms 
and standards.

Scientists predict quiet Atlantic 
Hurricane season this year 


FORT COLLINS, Colo., - 
El Nino, the up welling of 
warm water m the Pacific, 
will damp do mi the Atlantic 
hurricane season this year, 
with only nine named storms, 
researchers say. 

Philip Elotzbach and 
William Gray of the tropical 
meteorology project at Col¬ 
orado State University pre¬ 
dicted that only three of the 
storms will grow into hurri¬ 


canes and only one of those 
will be category 3 or higher 
On average, the National 
O ceani c an d Atm o sphen c 
Administration says there 
have been just over 1 2 tropi¬ 
cal storms in the years be¬ 
tween 1932 and 2010 and 6 .4 
hurricanes. 

The hum cane season runs 
from June 1 to Nov. 30, al¬ 
though tropical storms occa¬ 
sionally arrive earlier or later

The accident took place 
between 1:30 am and 2:00

The government classes 
the attack as extremely seri¬ 
ous because it, among other 
tilings, is aimed at armament 
and rocket technolgies," 
Spiegel said. 

In some computers IT ex¬ 
perts found traces of spy pro¬

"1 think I can go another 
two years, 11 said Pacquiao, 
who had been stung by 
Bradley's pre-fight claim that 
at 35, Pacquiao had lost the 
fire that had made him one 
of the most feared fighters in 
the world. "I'm so happy to 
be world champion again," 


Pacquiao said, "Tim 
Bradley was not an 
easy fight." 

Bradley, who said 
he fought from the 
first round with aright 
calf injury fell to 31- 
I, with 12 kno ckouts. 

"Life goes an," 
Bradley said of Ins 
first pro defeat "Not a 
big deal. ’ 

Judge Glenn Trow¬ 
bridge scored the bout. 
118-110 for Pacquiao, 
win 1 e both Mi ch a el 
Permck and Canada's 
Craig Metcalf saw it 115-112 
for the 'Pacman,' whose 
every move was cheered by 
the star-studded crowd of 
15,501 at the MGM Grand 
Garden Arena. 

After a tight first round, 
Pacquiao made Ins pow T er felt 
in the second 

The third saw both fight¬ 
ers exchange at a furious 
rate, Pacquiao again landing 
the more damaging blows. 

But Bradley rocked Pac- 
qmao in the fourth, and Pac- 
quiao said California's 
"Desert Storm" was an im¬ 


proved fighter from the one 
who took that bitterly de¬ 
bated split decision in their 
first fight. 

Even the WBO said upon 
review that Pacquiao should 
have won that fight on June 
9, 2D12. 

Instead he saw a 15-fight 
’winning streak end, and went 
on to be knocked out later 
that year by Juan Manuel 
Marquez 

But Pacquiao 
had launched 
lus comeback 
from the back- 
to -b ack 2012 
defeats with a 
lopsided points 
win over Bran¬ 
don Rios last 
November. 

Tliat victory 
was a clinical 
display of box¬ 
ing skill Satur¬ 
day's victory 
showcased 
more of the old 
"killer instinct" 
tli at Bradley 
had questioned. 

Bradley fin¬ 


ished the fight with bruising 
around Ins right, eye from re¬ 
peated Pacquiao lefts, but 
Pacquiao said Bradley was 
just too £d ugh to go down. 

Pacquiao's next opponent 
could be the ’winner of the 
May 17 bout between Mike 
Alvarado and Marquez 

If Marquez wins, he could 
meet Pacquiao for the fifth 
time.
